NEXT WEEK. WHITE HOUSE SAID, HE REPORTED, THAT MONDALE'S 
PARTICIPATION "UNDERSCORES IMPORTANCE U.S. ATTACHES" TO 
SSOD. "NEVERTHELESS, FAILURE OF CARTER TO DELIVER U.S. 

SPEECH NEXT WEEK AS HAD BEEN EXPECTED MUST BE CONSIDERED 
PRETTY SIGNIFICANT,' AS ONE ARMS CONTROL EXPERT PUTS IT," 
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PINCUS ADDED. HE SAID HEADS OE STATE EROM BRITAIN, ERANCE, 

INDIA, WEST GERMANY AND MORE THAN DOZEN THIRD WORLD COUN- 
TRIES ARE EXPECTED TO PARTICIPATE. PINCUS REPORTED THAT 
WHITE HOUSE SPOKESMAN JODY POWELL SAID YESTERDAY CARTER WAS 
TOO BUSY TO APPEAR AT U.N. POWELL SAID CARTER WOULD MAKE 
MAJOR ADDRESS TO NATO SUMMIT IN WASHINGTON MAY 29 AND 
DELIVER COMMENCEMENT ADDRESS AT NAVAL ACADEMY JUNE 7. 
"OPINIONS PLOWED FREELY AMONG WASHINGTON OPPICIALS YESTERDAY 
AS TO WHY PRESIDENT DECIDED TO SKIP U.N. EVENT," PINCUS 
REPORTED. "TT REELECTS POLITICAL ASSESSMENT THAT HE IS 
TOO CLOSE TO ARMS CONTROL,' WAS WAY ONE ADMINISTRATION OPPI- 
CIAL, CRITICAL OF CARTER'S DECISION, PUT IT." PINCUS SAID 
STATE DEPARTMENT OFPICIAL SAID NEITHER CARTER NOR VANCE 
WANTED TO MAKE SPEECH BECAUSE THEY WERE FOCUSING ON SALT 
NEGOTIATIONS WITH GROMYKO POLLOWING WEEK. '"SPEECH HAD TO 
BE ONE OP GENERALITIES,' THIS OPPICIAL SAID, ' SO THEY 
TURNED TO MONDALE, MOST RANKING OFPICIAL WITH LEAST SUB- 
STANTIAL PUBLIC POSITION ON DISARMAMENT, PINCUS 
CONTINUED. HE SAID MONDALE SPEECH IS EXPECTED TO CONSIST 
PRIMARILY OF REPORT ON VARIOUS ARMS CONTROL NEGOTIATIONS 
PRESENTLY UNDER WAY. POST CORRESPONDENT SAID ONE ADMINIS- 
TRATION EPFORT AT NEW INITIATIVE, SUSPENDING PRODUCTION BY 
ALL COUNTRIES OF SPECIAL NUCLEAR MATERIALS USED TO MAKE 
WEAPONS, HAS BEEN TIED UP IN INTERAGENCY DISCUSSIONS. 
ATTRIBUTING THIS REPORT TO ACDA AIDES, PINCUS SAID DEPART- 
MENTS OP ENERGY AND DEFENSE OPPOSE THIS INITIATIVE, AND 
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ARE ASKING CONGRESS FOR FUNDS TO INCREASE PLUTONIUM PRO- 
DUCTION NEXT YEAR BECAUSE OF PROJECTED NEW WEAPONS 
PRODUCTION. 

2. RICHARD L. STROUT OF CHRISTIAN SCIENCE MONITOR CITED 
ESTIMATES IN ANNUAL REPORT "WORLD MILITARY AND SOCIAL 
EXPENDITURES, 1978," RELEASED BY RUTH LEGER SIVARD, WITH 
FOREWARD BY JOHN KENNETH GALBRAITH. GLOBAL ARMS COST HAS 
REACHED 400 BILLION DOLLARS ANNUALLY, WITH OVER 23 MILLION 
MEN UNDER ARMS, AND GROWING. OVERKILL CAPACITY OF NUCLEAR 
ARMS COULD DESTROY EVERY CITY SEVEN TIMES OVER. HALF 
WORLD'S ARMS EXPENDITURES ARE MADE BY U.S. AND SOVIET 
UNION. AMONG REPORT'S FINDINGS ARE THESE: AVERAGE FAMILY 
PAYS MORE IN TAXES TO SUPPORT WORLD ARMS RACE THAN TO 
EDUCATE ITS CHILDREN; ONE TAX DOLLAR IN SIX GOES TO ARMS 
RACE; ONLY ONE GOVERNMENT IN THREE SPENDS AS MUCH TO SAFE- 
GUARD HEALTH OF ITS CITIZENS AS TO PROTECT THEM AGAINST 
MILITARY ATTACK; DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, DESPITE SEVERE FOOD 
SHORTAGES, USE FIVE TIMES AS MUCH FOREIGN EXCHANGE FOR 
IMPORT OF ARMS AS FOR AGRICULTURAL MACHINERY. STROUT SAID 
SIVARD REPORT NOTED "APPARENT UNDERSTATEMENT" OF SOVIET 
ARMS EXPENDITURES IN ITS OFFICIAL BUDGET, CONSEQUENTLY 
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ESTIMATES VARY WIDELY. THESE INCLUDED STOCKHOLM PEACE 
RESEARCH INSTITUTE'S ESTIMATE OE 61 BILLION DOLLARS IN 
1975; CIA (IN 1974 PRICES), 1 14 BILLION DOLLARS; INTERNA- 
TIONAL INSTITUTE EOR STRATEGIC STUDIES, 124 BILLION 
DOLLARS. SIVARD STUDY USES AN INTERMEDIATE FIGURE OF 94 
BILLION DOLLARS. 

3. WASHINGTON POST REPORTED THAT AMERICAN CONSERVATIVE 
UNION (ACU), WHICH SPENT NEARLY 1.4 MILLION DOLLARS IN ITS 
FUTILE BATTLE AGAINST SENATE APPROVAL OF PANAMA CANAL 
TREATIES, SAID IT WILL WAGE EVEN GREATER OFFENSIVE AGAINST 
SALT PACT. ACU SAID IT WILL PRODUCE 30-MINUTE FILM
